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Allowable Subject Matter 

Applicant's amendment of 4-22-10 has been considered. Claims 3-6, 14, 15, 17-24, 27, 
32, 33 and 35-37 have been cancelled. Thus, all previous 1 12 rejections on said claims are now 
withdrawn. With no other outstanding rejection, pending claims 1, 2, 7-13, 16, 25, 26, 28-31 and 
34 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The invention is drawn to compounds of a (4-anilino)-quinazoline substituted 
with a side chain having piperidinyl and isoxazolyl rings. The prior arts of record teach 
compounds of quinazoline substituted with piperidinyl ring, but not with the combination 
of said ring with isoxazolyl ring. Thus, said references only show state of the art. 
Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on Statement of Reasons for 
Allowance."
